That the people's inter- 
est should be safeguarded and in doin,g so that no discrimination 
should be practiced but this has not been the case with the present 
administration and the present City Attorney* 
„, Ahearing was had before the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
\n January, 1920. This hearing lasted at least thirty days. 
It 


was brought oh bythe application of the Crty-eommissten-for-a 
reduction in water rates charged by the Bismarck Water Supply 
•Co., and which application contained other matters. Having been 
a resident of the City of Bismarck for many years, I have know- 
ledge of the fact that for at least fifteen years the water rates 
in the City of Bismarck have never been increased and "have re- 
mained the same, while the rates of other public utilities have^- 
been increased several times duringathat period. At this hearing 
the present City Attorney was present during all of the time of 
the hearing, or thirty days. In addition to this the City Commis- 
sion employed and furnished him special counsel to assist in the 
case at an expense of approximately $2,600.00. 


On January 29th, 1921 a case was instituted by Citizens of 


Bismarck and consumers who patronize the Hughes Electric Com-— 
pany asking for a reduction in Electric Light and Heat rates which 
were being charged to the citizens of Bismarck and which had 
been raised from time to time during the last ftve "or six years. 
At this hearing the City of Bismarck was not represented either 
By-its City Attorney or by special counsetr-Ttre reasoiraT?si£ned 
for the non-appearance of the City Attorney at this hearing was 
given in the Bismarck Tribune, issue of January 29th, 1921, and 
is quoted herein. "H. F. O'Hare, City Attorney, was unable-to be 
present because of a hearing in Bankruptcy in which he had to 
sit." It appears ,to me that this was a very convenient business 
engagement for Mr. O'Hare, because his law partner was appear- 
ing for the Hughes Electric Company, 'but this was no excuse for. 
the failure of the City Commission and the City Attorney to have 
other counsel there as they do in similar cases, looking after the 
consumers interest. The Citizens of Bismarck who are aware of 
this situation are indignant at this failure on the part of Ijjte City 
.administration .to look out for their interests. Especially so, from 
the fact that Mr. O'Hare's law partner, Mr. Edward Cox appears at 
that hearing as counsel for the Hughes Electric Company and 
against the interests of the people. 


Su&h a brazen transaction as this merits tho removal from— 


office of the present City Attorney, .and the action of the present 
city commissioners in upholding such a fraud on the peopk. should 
be most severely condemned, and men should be elected who show 
-no favoritism or discrimination when it comes to upholding the 
rights of the taxpayers of Bismarck. 


I hardly need to mention my attitude toward the Water 


Franchise that we are now working under, as my vote was the 
only one cast against the extension of it in 1915. Also looking 
to the health of the people, my attempts to have the people noti-

31.—The mystery of the barren plum 
tree is explained. 


A resident of the state asked the 


horticulture department of the ugri- 
fultural, College why his plum trees 
failed to bear, although they bloom 
profusely each year. 
The question

F. Yeager, head of tb.c department, 
who gived the answer: 
• ••"'nRn nlu"i tretfe fatf to bear, the. 
trouble usually can be traced to a 
i 
u ui cro^B pollmization. If there la 


but one variety of plum, even though 
there be many trees of that variety* 
(here will be no fruit. Experiments 
have pfoven that none of o.ir plum* 
can set fruit unless their blossom* 
have pollen cf 4ome other variety of 
plum carried to them by insects. This 
means that to i-isnre a setting of iruit 
a tree of some other variety thould 
be planted near enough that insects 
will visit back and forth betwacu vari- 
eties. 
*, 
"Doing thin will help the crap of 


future years, and for .this year'a crop 
a, branch from another variety ot 
plum that is in bloom may be put in a 
pail of water beneath cue tree to be 
pollinated. The insects wilt do the 
rest. 
"Five varieties of plums and sand- 


cherries in favor now are the Terry, 
iDoHoto, Surprise, 
Opata, 
Compass 


cherry. 
If a tree is being planted as 


a xpalllnlzer, the latter two are es- 
pecially recommended ~ because / t h e y 
will bloom one year after setting."
